Ifow are Roman 
Cathohie places of worship maintained in Lre- 
land? How does the Free Church manage in 
the poorer districts of Scotland 7 Nothing iM 
needed but a little skilful organisation, Every 
diocese might have its fund— and depend Upon 
it, that if voluntarily subseribed, it would be 
carefully and economically expended, To facili- 
tate such arrangements, we have uo objection to 
vive requisite legal authority.

SINGAPORE, 

Lord SranLey of ALDERLEY, in presenting a peti- 
tion from the bankers, merchants, and other re- 
silents at Singapore, asked her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment what their intentions were with regard to the 
future government of that settlement. He thought 
that we ought to have an officer with the same 
powers as the Governor of Hong Kong, competent to 
make treaties with neighbouring States, and to 
watch the aggressions of European nations, Lord 
CARNARVON agreed with the noble lord on the im- 
pertance of Singapore as a naval and commercial 
station, and stated that the question whether Singa- 
pore should be made a British colony had been re- 
ferred to the Governor-General of India, and the 
ultimate steps taken would depend on the answer 
received, Lord ELLennonoven thought that Singa- 
“aps and all the settlements in those waters should 
placed under the government, not of the Secre- 
tary of State for the Colonies, but under the Se- 
Cretary of State for India,

GRAND JURIES, 

The Lorp CHANCELLOR calied attention to the 
present system under which charges were laid and 
indictments presented before the grand juries in the 
netropolitan districts.

The Prussian Government does not for one moment 
doubt that it will be able, in concert with land, to 

rocure due respect for existing treaties. and 
Prana are in this favourable position, that they are 
able to place themselves, with impartiality, between 
the two antagonistic Powers—Austria and France. Up 
to the present time there has been only a moderate 
hope of success, but the grounds for hope have increased 
during the last few days. 
The Ministerial speech laid peculiar stress upon 
Prussia’s mission in Germany, and said that the 
future would prove Prussia still to be the Prussia of 
former times. The President, M. de Schwerin, 
announced the fall assent of the Chamber to the 
sentiments which had been cxpressed, and especially 
inted out the national importance of the Minis- 
porial policy. The Chamber gave expression to its 
approval by loud and continued applause. 
THE WAR FEELING IN GERMANY. 

In a secret sitting of the Hanoverian Chamber, 
on the 12th, a War of one million was resolved 
upon. The Hanover Government was also urged to 
demand at the Dict of Frankfort the calling out of 
the Federal reserve. 

Prayers were offered up on the 6th in all the 
charches at Leipsic for the union of the princes and 
people of Germany. In other States a crusade is 
preached up against the productions of France. A 
few days since the Swalian Mercury, the Postamt 
Gazette of Frankfort, and the Oarleruhe Gazetic 
conjured all true Germans, in the name of the 
couutry in danger, to henceforth abstain from 
the use of French wares and articles of Parisian 
millinery.

Cowper. We agree with Mr. Wright in his estimate of 
the poems—for such we may designate them—of Chap- 
man aad of Pope. But in omitting to notice Cowper he 
passes by just the one amongst Homer’s translations 
with whom alone we should think of comparing himself. 

The merits of Mr. Wright as a translator are these : 
he oan read his author accurately; he is more literally 
faithful to him than is even Cowper; he often shows a 
felicity which can only result from long practico in 
hitting on English words and phrases which fit well to 
the Greek ; and he seeks always to maintain the severe 
dignity of the original rather than to lend to his copy 
any compensating charws which our own mechanism of 
verse or poetical phrase might have afforded him. 
These merits are considerable and enough to give a valne 
to the version. The English reader who desires to 
know precisely what Homer has said, and with how 
much or how little of theornament of word and phrase, 
cannot do better than go to Mr. Wright. But let him 
not imagine that he will find in Mr. Wright's faithful 
and, in many respects, admirable version, any adequate 
expression of that marvellous gracefulness of simplicity, 
and simplicity of gracefulness, that vigorous life of 
diction, that incomparable swing and music of a mag- 
nifcent rhythm, which belong to the greatest poet of the 
ancient world. If he do, he will be grievously disap- 
pointed. 

In these respects even Cowper, of course, falls far 
behind his original—as none could be more sensible than 
himself,—but bald as his blank verse occasionally be- 
comes, there is yet more of the poet about it;—a finer 
feeling for cadence and cawsura, and a happier word 
turning, Let us take » specimen from both; the 
following is from the scene so familiar to us all either 
from the original or perhaps through the medium of 
Pope, whose version here is peculiarly successful.
